The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
non-transitory optical recording medium having the recited structure, along with having 
a recording layer, containing excessive Sb in SbTe eutectic point, in which phase 
change is made reciprocally between a crystal state and amorphous state with optical 
characteristic being differed from each other by irradiation of an optical beam, wherein 
said crystal condition is defined as polycrystal made of a substantial single crystal 
phase of a hexagonal crystal, as set forth in claims 9-1 1 .

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
method of manufacturing an optical information recording medium having the 
combination of steps with their recited process, along with a recording layer, containing

optical beam is performed in a speed in a range of 50-80% of a maximum usable linear 
velocity for over-writing of the recording layer, as set forth in claim 1 2.
